When taken
aboard the rowboat and brought to
the. .convoying launch he was
chilled through.

Ilyde negotiated about feur miles,
while Page made about five miles.

Néither swimmer suffered any
‘after-effects from the swim.

A ‘week before the race Hyde was
taken with 'a cramp in the right
arm ‘while training off Redondo
Beach, It was the first time in his
life: that he ever had suffered a
cramp. The arm that cramped, ac-
cording to Hyde and members of
his family, was subjected to a se-
veré strain about Christmas time
when Carl engaged a number of
friends in a series of Japanese
wrestling bouts.
